4. Applicants newly amended claims have been fully considered. The new 
limitations are anticipated and/or obvious from the cited art.

6. The curing into a shape having the thickness of 0.05mm to 0.50mm is disclosed 
at column 9 lines 24-25. The tensile strength and elongation rate are shown at column 
8 lines 45-50. 

7. Applicants have failed to specifically argue the deficiencies in the, rejection. As 
such no further rationale is deemed necessary.
